London, M arch 17th.—The abortive at­ 
tem pt to assassinate the Czar proves to have 
been one of the most fiendish Eeheiues ever 
laid by Anarchists in any country. The 
Russian ceDsors, after three days’ retiec-. 
tion, have allowed the details to be tele­ 
graphed, which 
reached 
London 
this 
(Thursday) night. The sensation produced 
here was less than m ight have been ex­ 
pected. 
The person most deeply affected by the 
Russian incident is ihe Queen, who is said 
by her friends to apprehend some outrages 
from London Socialists during the Jubilee 
procession. She intends, nevertheless, to 
m ake such a royal progress through Lon­ 
don as this generation 
has not seen. 
The programme, as 
now 
sketched, is 
a 
very 
large 
one. 
The 
Queen 
insists that the ceremony shall be held 
in W estminster Abbey, where she was 
crowned, and not in St. Raul’s. W hen 
told that the drive from Buckingham Pal­ 
ace to the Abbey was too short to enable 
the people to see her, the Queen sa id : 
•‘You m ust take me from the Palace as 
early as you like, do with nre what you 
think best, and bring me back at no m at­ 
ter w hat h our; but the ceremouy m ust 
be in the Abbey, and nowhere else.” 
The officials concerned are taking full 
advantage of this large permission. They 
propose that the Queen shall drive in full 
state (which she has not done since Prince 
Albert’s death), from the Palace up Consti­ 
tution H ill, through Hyde Park to the 
Marble Arch, thence along Oxford street, 
llolborn, Newgate 
and 
Cbeapside 
to 
the bank of the Thames, and thence back 
either by the em bankm ent or by Fleet's 
Strand and W hitehall to the Abbey. 
The police expect an attack, hut the So­ 
cialist mob is cowed by Sir Charles W ar­ 
ren's firm handling. 
“ As 
for private 
malice, or individual Anarchists,” said an 
e.\i>erirnced officer, “ we fear nothing, be­ 
cause every m an who meditates mischief 
knows that if he attacked the Queen he 
would be torn to pieces by the crowd.” 
The English public rejoices in the pros­ 
pect of a big parade, but continues to kick 
against the injudicious Jubilee efforts by 
over-loyal courtiers. 
Strong efforts are being made to change 
the day of the celebration from Tuesday, 
the 21st, to Monday, June 20lb, Monday- 
being iu English eyes the workingm en’s 
holiday.

The Ministry to-day believe the 
end of the debate on the first rule for the 
adoption of the closure is in sight. 
IRELAND, SCOTLAND AND WALES WILL NCT 
JOIN THE JUBILEE. 
The people complain that members of 
the royal family are actively engaged in 
soliciting subscriptions for its bead in 
Wales, by way o f emphasizing its separate 
position in the kingdom which Gladstone 
claims for her. Scotland and Ireland refuse 
to have anything to do with the Jubilee in 
London. 
The Gladstonian organ remarks, with a 
sneer, that Wales, with a singular unanim ­ 
ity, has declined to take part in the prepa­ 
ration for a spontaneous hurst of rejoicing 
which will spread through all other paits 
of Great Prltain.

PA PA L CONSISTORY. 


D escription o t Yesterday *s Cerem onies in 
R om e. 
Rome, March 17th.—A public consistory 
was held to-day in tbe Sala Regia. 
It be­ 
gan at 10:20 o’clock and concluded at noon, 
The procession was headed by the Con­ 
sistorial advocates, with attendants arrayed 
in crimson robes and erm ine capes. They 
were followed by the cross-bearer, prelates, 
Bishops, Archbishops and Cardinals. Then 
came the Pope, who was borne on ihe 
sedia gestatoria, flanked with (labelli or 
white peacock-featlier fans. 
H e was ac­ 
companied on each side by the Noble 
Guards in blue, Swiss Guard, officers, ant! 
purple and crimson-robed attendants. 
W hen the Pope descended from the 
sedia he ascended the throne, which had 
been covered with purple cloth and cloth- 
of gold for the Lenten season. The canopy 
over the throne was backed bv tapestrv of 
Perinn del Vag*, depicting Faith, Hope 
and Charity. 
At the base of the throne 
were two Moors couehant, bearing red ban­ 
ners with cross-keys. 
Cardinals occupied 
benches arranged in a long parullelogram 
in front of tbe Pope. 
The consistorial ad­ 
vocates advanced to the throne and read 
the instance for the beatification of the per­ 
sons under consideration. This concluded, 
the sixteen Cardinals left the hall Jo bring 
from tbe Sistine Cbapel the eight new Car­ 
dinals—Archbishop Gonzales, of Toledo, 
Spain; Monsignor Aloisa Masela, ex-Nun­ 
cio 
at 
Lisbon ; 
Archbishop 
Taschc- 
reau, of Quebec; Archbishop Gibbons, of 
Baltim ore; 
Archbishop Bernardou, 
of 
S ons; 
Archbishop 
Place, 
of Rennes ; 
Archbishop 
Langenienx, of 
Rheim s ; 
and 
Archbishop GiorJani, of Ferrara. 
Each new Cardinal was accompanied by 
two others. Cardinal Taschereau was ac­ 
companied by Cardinals Melchers and Mo- 
sella. They proceeded, and bowing thrice, 
kissed the Pope's foot and hand, received 
the Pope’s double embrace, anU then re­ 
tired. They again advanced to tbe Pope 
to receive the hat, which was brought in 
on a silver salver. 
Eacii Cardinal knelt as 
he came before the Pope, and the hood ot 
the robe 
was 
placed 
over 
his 
head 
by an attendant. Then the Pope, taking 
the large red hat, placed it on the kneeling 
Cardinal, resting his hand on it while he 
read the following word3 in a slow, distinct 
voice: “Ad laudem om uipotentis dei, et 
sancho 
sedio apostoliem, 
ornam entum 
acipe paleruui rubrura insigne dignitatis 
cardinalatus, ner quod designatur 
quod 
usque, ad mortem el sanguinem effuaimem 
inclusive, pro exaltalione sancta* lidei pace, 
et quieti. 
Populi Christiani augmento et 
statu 
sanche Romania? ecclesia- te in- 
trepidum exhibero debeas. 
In nom ine pa- 
iris, et lilii, et spiritus sancti. Am en.” 
The Cardinals then made their obeisance 
to the 1’ope, concluding with a double em­ 
brace, or kiss of peace. The Pope received 
Cardinal Gibbons with marked affection. 
Cardinal Taschereau was calm, though he 
showed signs of great emotion. The Car 
dinats then gave the kis3 of peace to their 
colleagues of the Sacred College. W hen 
Cardinal Gibbons came to Cardinal Mose- 
zelli each offered tbe other hearty congrat­ 
ulations. Cardinal Mosezelli was oneo a 
Professor in the Jesuit College at Wood­ 
stock, and is an old friend of Cardinal 
Gibbons. 
The Pope then departed, followed by his 
escort. Crowds lined tbe Sala Diicale, 
through which the procession passed. 
The diplomats to the Holy See and their 
familes occupied a large gallery, and the 
Roman Princes and their families were in 
another gallery. There were also present 
Bishops Ireland, Keane and W atterson, 
Monsignor O’Brien (who was Ablegate to 
Cardinal Taschereau), Monsignor Dillon, of 
A ustralia; 
Lieutenant W illiams, of the 
United States array, in uniform ; the Rec 
tors and students of the American and 
Irish Propaganda: Rectors of the Scotch 
and English Colleges, and others. 
Cardinal Gibbons has been appointed 
to

Propaganda, Reguear Discipline. 
Indulgencies 
and 
Sacred

Studies. Cardinal T is J .e eau 
lias been

munities and Propaganda. 
Monsignor Kirby, tbe vpnerable Rector 
of the Irish College, gave a dinner this 
evening to Cardinals Gibbons and Tae- 
chereau and others. A student read a 
Latin composition expressing joy over the 
promotion of the Cardinals, aiid a Latin 
chorus praising them was sung. Cardinal 
Taschereau responded in Latin, expressing 
his appreciation of the honor conferred 
upon him . Cardinal Gibbons spoke in 
English. 
lie said the reception of the hat 
on St. Patrick's Day was a happy circum ­ 
stance. 
He hoped that all tl.eir work would 
be harmonious for the peace of m ankind 
and tbe spread of the truth under the ban­ 
ner of the cross. 
After the Consistory, the new Cardinals 
thanked the Pope, who in his reply re­ 
ferred chiefly to Canada and the Un 
States.

Badly Infected. 
lSan Francisco Call, Match 17th. I 
Dr. Jam es Simpson, one of the members 
of the State Board of Health, who, in com­ 
pany with the other members of the Board, 
went to Los ADgeles to inquire into the re­ 
ported sm all-pox epidemic in that nlace. 
re*urned to this city yesierdav. 
To á Call 
reporter who visited him atbis'officeyester- 
day afternoon, Dr. Simpson said he bad no 
desire to furnish tue press with sensational 
items of news, but as tbe condition of af­ 
fairs in and around Los Angeles ves no 
trifling m atter, be thought it but proper 
that the true state of tbe case should be 
made known, in order that the public 
might be on their guard. 
i non arriving iu Los Angeles, residents 
were, according to the doctor’s statement, 
found to be extremely reticent concerning 
the existence of the dread disease in their 
midst, and their newspaper» as silent on 
the subject as possible. Tbe presence of 
the State Board o f Health was evidently 
unwelcome, and their visit even seemed to 
be regarded, ea:d tbe doctor, us an unw ar­ 
ranted assumption ot authority. The Los 
Angeles people seemed to feel that they 
were able to take care of themselves, and 
desired no interference from the State's 
officers. The members of the City Council, 
who are in reality the local Board of H ealth, 
treated tbe m atter as of little importance, 
and spoke of it in a tone of indifference. 
Tbe H ealth Officer spoke ot the disease as 
existing oniy in a mild form, and being 
entirely under control, and 
repeatedly 
stated that the outbreak vras a trivial oc­ 
currence. 
H e considered it too m uch 
trouble to revaccinate every ore. or to ex­ 
am ine tbe last vaccination to see if it was 
effective. Tbe only persons who were really 
alive to the necessity of prom pt action, said 
Dr. Simpson, were Mayor W orkman and 
Chairman Rowcn of the Board of Super­ 
visors. These gentlemen seemed to fully 
appreciate the situation and realize its 
dangers, and therefore favored the adoption 
of effective measures to immediately stam p 
out the disease; but they were in a woful 
m inority. 
Dr. Simpson said he regarded tbe situa­ 
tion at Los Angeles as serious, and likely 
to grow worse instead of better, owing, as 
he said, to tbe inactivity of the local au­ 
thorities. Fonr weeks ago there was but a 
single case, which undoubtedly came up 
from Mexico, but between tben and now tbe 
num ber is admitted to hove increased to 
forty, and there have been several deaths. 
Forty oases of sm all pox occurring within 
a period of fonr weeks in a city having the 
population of Los Angeles was .not a m at­ 
ter to be treated lightly, he said. A t pres­ 
ent there are thirteen patients in the hos­ 
pital and fifeen houses under quarantine, 
m aking sixteen points which m ay become 
plaguespo's—centers of dissemination fr< m 
which the disease may spread ail over the 
city un'ess tbe greatest vigrance i* exei- 
cised. Certain of these quarantine resi­ 
dences are on H ill street,which is thefinest 
street in the city, and otheis are over in 
Spanishtown. The small-pox hospital is a 
very inferior structure, without adequate 
facilities, and there was talk of building 
another; but as tbe proposed new hospital 
is not yet built, its contemplated erection 
cuts no figure in the case. So far the dis­ 
ease has been confined to the local popula­ 
tion, and no cases have as yet occurred 
among the num erous tourists who have 
visited the city. The doctor denied em ­ 
phatically that tbe disease was by any 
means stamped out, and reiterated his as’- 
sertion that tbe sixteen 
points named 
might become centers of infection produc­ 
ing dire results unless great care was exer­ 
cised. 
Outside of the city cases of tbe dis­ 
ease existed at Pasadena, Downey, Lavinia, 
Green Meadows, Perris and Mojave, the 
patient at the last-named place being a 
railroad employe. All the employes of the 
Southern Pacific Company have been vac­ 
cinated at tbe company’s expense, and a 
great m any people have been vaccinated at 
the expense of tbe city of Los Angeles. 
A great drawback, the doctor said, liad 
existed in the quality of the vim s used, 
and Dr. Kurtz had stated that the first lot 
received was almost worthless. Since then 
a better article had been obtained, and 
more satisfactory results attended its use. 
W hile in Los Angeles tbe State Board of 
H ealth held a meeting is the rooms of the 
Board of Trade, which the Mayor, the 
members of the City Council and City 
Board of H ealth attended. The recom­ 
mendations made by the State Board re­ 
garding tbe proper m anner of treating tbe 
disease were resented by the local press, 
which claimed that a local ordinance was 
sufficient for theoecasion. This ordinance, 
npon in3[>ection, was, however, found to 
be very loose in its provisions, and alto­ 
gether ineffectual. 
Referring to the alleged negligent m an­ 
ner in which the authorities handled pa­ 
tients, ihe doctor cited the case of a m an 
who had been sent to the small-pox hos­ 
pital upon tbe supposition that be bad that 
disease. After rem aining in the hospital 
four days, it was ascertained that he had 
not the small-pox, but tlie measles. 
W hen 
this im portant discovery wa3 made the pa­ 
tient was relecsed. 
W hen tbe doctor left Los Angeles tbe 
majority of bis coadjutor* on the State 
Board—Drs. 
Orme, Tyrrell, 
Cale 
and 
Crowder—remained, and’ they have now 
gone to San Diego. 
It was, ho said, the in­ 
tention of the Stale Board to place station 
inspectors at the port of San Pedro, at Mo­ 
jave station, Colton and Indio, so that pas­ 
sengers from Los Angeles, either by steamer 
or rail, would have to pass u'ider nroptr 
sttrveillat.ee 
Regarding the possibility ( f 
an epidemic of small-pox throughout the 
State, the doctor said he did not anticipate 
such a result, yet it was not to be forgotten 
that four weeks ago ihere was but tbe soli­ 
tary case imported from Mexico, while 
now there are some twenty or twenty-one 
points from which the disease m ight be 
disseminated. 
All would depend upon the 
energy of ¡he local authorities—if they <»re 
alive to the emergency there is no d an g er; 
if not, there is. 
In 'ib is city, in times of 
epidemic, said the doctor, ihe ¡ocal author­ 
ities have usually been wide enough awake 
to prevent ibe di-ease frcm spreading to 
other part» of the Stale. 
The thing to be 
guarded against in all such eases is the 
m ultiplying of p o in t-o f contagion. The 
doctor thought that there should be quar­ 
antine stations established along the Mexi­ 
can frontier to prevent the introduction of 
the disease into the adjoining territories, 
whence it could easily fc" brought to this 
Siate. 
But the Board of H ealth of Califor­ 
nia could exercise no jurisdiction ontside 
of tbe State. This was a m atter, continued 
the doctor, which it would be the duty of 
the general Government to take in hand. 
Q uarantine stations should be established 
at El Paso, Nogales and Yuma. 
It was not 
impossible, he said, th at the members of 
the Hoard who have gone to San Diego 
m ight make a tour along the border of 
Mexico for some distance, in order to fully 
ascertain what ought to be done in the 
premises. 
After Dr. Simpson had concluded his 
statem ent the reporter asked him, cate­ 
gorically-. whether or not he considered the 
outbreak of the disease an epidemic. 
“ No,” said be, “ I do not. 
The num ber 
of cases is not large enough to constitute 
an epidemic. 
But if the disease keeps on 
increasing at the same rate for the r.ext four 
weeks that it m aintained during the four 
weeks past, there will be an epidemic. You 
most remember th at it takes a case twelve 
days to develop, and there is no means of 
finding out bow m any apparently healthy 
people may have the germs of the dis­ 
ease in their systen s until 
time tells 
the tale. 
Now. as I said at the out- 
start, I do 
not want to create a sen­ 
sation, and I do not consider the situation 
alarming, but it is serious, and the public 
should be on their guard 
Small p x can 
be disseminated throughout a comm unity 
very easily, and it is the bight of folly to 
say there is no danger because tbe disease 
assumes a mild form in one or a dozen 
cases. 
Yon m ight have the disease in a 
m ild form and give jo u r neighbors most 
virulent case. 
“ I t was our duty as officers of the State 
to go to Los Angeles, and we w ent there, 
not to do (he place or people any harm, bnt 
for exactly the opposite reason. 
Bnt the 
people there are extremely sensitive, and 
seemed to be determined to lake a wrong 
view of everything we did. However, we 
sim ply did our duty, and we are saiisfied. 
w h ttiitr the sonthe: n people like it or not.’*

THE SMALL-POX 
SCARE. 


There is strange and unseemly conduct 
on the part of the people of I/os Angeles 
In the m atter of the appearance of sm all, 
pox in th at county. 
The State Board of 
H ealth went to th at city in the line of 
duty. 
The members had no other interest 
in the journey than to establish barriers 
against the spread of the disease. 
O ur 
knowledge of their purpose before they 
started was explicit on this point, and of 
their sincerity and public spirit we are 
convinced. 
But we find the members of 
the Board are made the objects of assault 
in that city, and th at their motives iiave 
been impugned. 
One 
of the returned 
members says to the San Francisco Call, 
that there was, with one or two exceptions, 
p rsistent and unaccountable opposition 
diown by the local authorities to the State 
Board, coupled witli denial and conceal­ 
ment of the truth, and that the people ap­ 
pear to sustain their officials in this un­ 
vise policy. 
I t is passing strange th at 
local pride should assume such an attitude 
as this. 
T he small-pox pest has appeared in the 
couthern part of the State, and there are 
over a score of points of contagion. 
All 
concealment of that fact tends to aid dis­ 
semination of the dread disease. 
T hat it 
came aud th at it exists is not chargeable 
to the State Board of H ealth, though the 
Los Angeles Herald some time ago charged 
hat the importation was due to the failure 
:f the State Board to establish M exican 
'. order quarantine stations. 
The fact is, as 
he Herald should have known, that the 
card had no power to do so, had not a 
dollar to expend in that direction until 
.he Legislature voted it, and that the very 
day subsequent to the approval of the bill by 
.he Governor, the Board went to the lower 
country to establish the needed quarantine 
.cations, to put inspectors at work, and to 
ascertain the exact facts concerning the 
prevalence of the disease 
There is never 
anything gained by concealment of the 
truth in these matters of threatened pesti­ 
lence. 
The right tiling to do is, not to 
nervously alarm people, but to tell them 
th e exact truth, advise them what to do, 
and thus receive their aid in stamping out 
the disease. 
There has been no misrepresentation in 
this section of the condition of the public 
health at Los Angeles. 
There could not 
well be, since the facts were studiously 
concealed. 
Nor have the people of the 
north any wish that those of the soutii 
should take harm . 
They do demand, how­ 
ever, in their own interest, tiiat the truth 
he made known, to the end that the people 
may, by the warning, fie led to precau­ 
tionary activity, aud that diligence may 
he conserved in stam ping out the pest. 
Yet, here we have th e statem ent of a 
member of the State Board of H ealth that 
th e visit of th at body to the south, w ith 
the sole end in view of erecting quarantine 
harriers between Mexico and California, 
and of ascertaining the facts as to the ex­ 
ten t of the disease w ithin the State, was 
met with opposition and coldness, and 
looked upon as an unw arranted intrusion_ 
W e very much fear ttiat our Los Angeles 
friends have lost their heads in the enthu­ 
siasm of their IxKiin. 
If they are as wise 
as they should be, they will make no con­ 
cealments, encourage instead of discour­ 
aging vaccination, and so arouse the peo­ 
ple to the wisdom of precaution and pre­ 
vention, as to stamp out the disease and 
inspire the community with confidence in 
their ability to do so.

R IG HT ACTION. 


The Mechanics’ Institute F a ir m anage­ 
m ent at San Francisco has resolved to 
abolish the printing of the official pro­ 
gramme sheet, th at poses as a newspaper at 
each exhibition. 
The like ought to be 
done by all managements of fairs. 
W hy 
the exclusive privilege to print and cir­ 
culate an advertising sheet in a public fair 
should be granted, we have never been 
able to discover. 
The Institute managers 
have resolved th at each newspaper pub­ 
lished in th at city shall, upon application, 
be allowed sufficient space for an exhibit 
and for hca lquarters for its reporters and 
advertising solicitors. 
The press will be 
accorded free access to the books in order 
to ascertain the names of exhibitors and 
such other information as may be deemed 
of importance. 
In this latter respect there 
has never been cause for complaint any­ 
where, so far as we know, but excluding 
the regular newspapers from fairs, and 
giving character to temporary “ circulars’ 
of no special value, is all wrong, and the 
Mechanics’ Institute people deserve com­ 
mendation for shutting down upon the 
practice. 
The fair managers depend upon 
the regular press for aid and support in 
and out of season. 
They look to it to do 
any amount ol free advertising, whence 
under its criticisms, and without» its aid, 
its elaborate reports, and th e general pub­ 
licity it freely gives to these expositions, 
they 
would 
be 
put 
to 
sore straits. 
Yet, when then exhibitions 
open, the 
legitim ate press finds itself barred out, and 
little sheets th at cannot by any device of 
language be lifted to the rank of journals, 
are given the exclusive right to print and 
circulate w ithin the fair buildings, and to 
m aintain booths w ithin. 
These sheets 
are horn w ith each fair and die w ith the 
close of each exposition. 
They have no 
power, therefore, for either good or evil, 
except to lim it the legitim ate advertising 
income of the regular press, and, we sub­ 
m it, do the advertiser only the minimum 
of service. 
They gain no circulation ex­ 
cept spasmodically, and are treated much 
as are the dodgers and circulars which*are 
scattered about by the patent-m edieine 
men. 
N ot one person in a hundred who 
receives these “ fa ir” papers reads them, 
and as they are openly and confessedly 
mere 
tem porary 
advertising 
circulars, 
what they say in behalf of an advertiser 
has no influence upon the public. 
These 
are the plain facts, and undeniable. 
The 
gentlemen who run these circulars are not 
to he condemned for securing these exclu­ 
sive privileges, if they can. 
They prac­ 
tice no deceit upon the public or adver­ 
tisers, presenting their little affairs for 
ju st what they a re ; nevertheless, the prac­ 
tice which has grown up in this m utter is 
wrong, aud the sooner managers of <airs 
get out of the old ru t and rise to a broad» 
liberal field of action, the better. 
The re­ 
form is a rig h t the regular press m ight 
well insist upon, w ith the legend attached 
as a condition, “ No admittance, no no­ 
tice.” 


A m o v e m e n t is on foot in San F ran­ 
cisco to organize a Citizens’ Committee to 
promote “ investm ent excursions ” to carry 
tourists from San Francisco at low prices 
to various sections of the central part of 
the State, w ith a view of showing them 
the valley a id coast lands, and the pro­ 
ductions of the country. 
But we notice 
in th e list of counties named th at Solano, 
Yolo, Sacramento, Amador, and all coun­ 
ties north and east of them are om itted. 
Perhaps we have no special cause of com­ 
plaint, since it is the right of the San 
Francisco people to do as they please in 
the premises. 
B ut we have at least the 
privilege of criticising the unwisdom of 
leaving the great Sacramento valley and 
the whole foothill region out of the area 
of country on which it is expected the 
visitor will base his estim ate 
of the 
desirability of this State as a home. 
The 
tiling for the people of the central and 
northern counties to do is to organize ex- 
eursions on their own account. 
There is 
profit in it, for they will introduce stran­ 
gers to sections of couutry more attrac­ 
tive, more desirable in every respect than 
any other part of the State.

“ The

BILLS SIGNED. 


N o M ore C h in ese M an u fa ctu red G oods 
fo r S ta te In stitu tio n s. 
Governor B artlett is 
busily engaged 
wrestling w ith the large num ber of bills 
passed by the Legislature during the last 
few days of the session. Some seventy re­ 
m ain in his hands, and from what can be 
learned a num ber of them will never re­ 
ceive the Governor’s signature. 
Yesterday he signed the following : 
Senate Bill No. 192, an Act establishing 
an Industrial Hom e of Mechanical Trades 
for the A dult Biiud of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, creating a Board of Directors for 
the government 
thereof and appropri­ 
ating $65,000 for the support of the Home. 
Senate Bill No. 207, an Act to provide 
for the deficiency in the appropriation for 
the traveling expenses of the Railroad Com­ 
missioners for the thirty-third fiscal year. 
Senate Bill No. 310, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the 
salary of the Guardian of the Yosemite 
Valley for the thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Senate Bill No. 343, relating to trade­ 
marks, the use and adoption of the same, 
and the person who and the m anner by 
which said trade-m ark and¡the¡rights there­ 
under mav be protected. 
Senate Bill No. 357, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the 
restoration and preservation of fish in the 
waters of the State for the thirty-eighth 
fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 22, amending the sec­ 
tions of the Act establishing a uniform sys­ 
tem of county and township governments, 
and in relation to the tim e when the pro­ 
visions of said Act shall go into effect, as 
to all counties named therein. 
Assembly Bill No. 39, relating to roads 
and highways. 
Assembly Bill No. 118, relating to the 
time and place where sales of property de­ 
linquent for tuxes shall be helu. 
Assembly Bill No. 261, an Act to provide 
for the paym ent of expenses incurred in fit­ 
ting up the chambers of the Supreme 
Court Commissioners. 
Assembly Bill No. 351. providing for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the ex­ 
penses of the Supreme Court for the thirty- 
seventh fiscal vear. 
Assembly Bill No. 356, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the 
cleaning and transportation of arm s for the 
National Guard of California for the thirty- 
fourth fiscal vear. 
Assembly Bill No. 261, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for contin­ 
gent expenses in the office of the Secretary 
of the State for the thirty-sixth fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 366, to provide for the 
deficiency in the appropriation for the con­ 
tingent expenses in the office of the Sur­ 
veyor-General for the thirty-seventh fiscal 
vear. 
' Assembly Bill No. 369, for the deficiency 
in the traveling expenses for the Attorney- 
General for the thirty-fifth fiscal year. 
Assembly Bill No. 550, relating to the 
furnishing of supplies under contract to all 
the public institutions uuder control of the 
State, or any county, city and county. city 
or town thereof. This bill was introduced 
by Shanahan of Shasta, and is aimed at 
Chinese-manufactured articles, and is in­ 
tended to carry into effect one of the 
planks of the Democratic platform it: this 
State. 
____________ 


T h e C aliforn ia aud O regon. 
The track is now laid as far as Cooley’s, 
about twelve miles north of this place, the 
good weather prevailing lately having per­ 
m itted the graders and track-lavers to rush 
along very rapidly. Although none of the 
grading parties 
have yet 
crossed 
the 
Klamath, as has been reported, prepara­ 
tions are in progress for commencing work 
in the open cut to be made in Bailey Hill, 
between Henley and Cole’s. 
W ork will 
also be commenced shortly on the Oregon 
side, in extending the road to the State 
boundary line, said to be started up by the 
Oregon Railroad Company, which, if so, 
indicates that the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany is not likely to get control or owner­ 
ship of the line in Oregon, although the 
Southern Pacific Company m ay be behind 
the Oregon Company as hackers in getting 
the work performed. 
The track is now clear of slides between 
here and Redding, the first freight train for 
four days having, arrived lost Saturday with 
a iarge am ount of freight. 
David H orn sold his entire ranch to the 
railroad company for $10.000, and has 
rented it of the company. It is a long, nar­ 
row ranch, which the right of way through 
its entire length rendered it of but little 
value to Dave. 
W e learn that ihe tracklayers, under su- 
uerintendence of W m. Mangan, have put 
down eight miles in five days, which is 
pretty fast work. 
At this rate the rails 
will soon be laid to K lam ath river. 
A railroad from Edgewood to Eastern 
Oregon, or up the K lam ath river, will se­ 
cure the Butte Creek Valley business, and 
probably most of the Little Shasta business, 
in the way of shipm ent, as well as ihe 
Klam ath Lake Basin in Southern Oregon. 
Sullivan’s camp of graders was expected 
to cross Klam ath river to-day, and are to 
be set at work on the open cut through 
Bailey H ill, near the Oregon boundary 
line.— Yreka Journal. March 16f/i.

These warehouses are fav­ 
orably situated, contiguous to railroad and 
whart accommodations, and are very coru- 
m oiious. They consist of five large four- 
story buildings with cellars. One of these 
will be bonded for California brandy.where 
a revenue officer will be detailed on the 
premises. Other buildings will be secured 
or erected as the demand justifies.—S. F.

S a u r a m e n t o , M arch 15,1SS7.J 


Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California,to wit: 


Amendment Number One, 


T o p ro p o se to th e p e o p le o f th e .State an 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S ta te, r e la tiv e to th e J u d icia ry D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Resolved, T hat th e Legiülature of the State of 
C alifornia, at its regular session, com m encing 
on the th ird day of January, A. I), eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each of th e two H ouses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections two an d three, of A iticle 
VI., of th e Constitution ot said 
S tate, be 
am ended so as to read as follows : 


S e c t io n 2. T he Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices o f the 
Suprem e Court, in office a t the tim e of th e adop­ 
tion of th is am endm ent to th e C onstitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of th e s u ­ 
preme* Court for th e rem ainder of th e term s to 
w hich they were respectively elected. T he Jus­ 
tices sh all elect one of th e ir n um ber to be C hief 
Justice, and he shall hold th e office of C hief 
Justice of said Court for a term of tw o years. 
At th e expiration of th e term of the C hief Jus­ 
tice iirst elected, and every two years thereafter, 
th e Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An eutry of th e election of 
such C hief Justice sh all be m ade in th e m inutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever th ereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election sh all be h ad to 
fill such office for th e u n ex p ired term . I h e Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents o r in bank, 
and shall alw ays be open for the transaction of 
business. There sh all be tw o departm ents, de­ 
nom inated respectively. D epartm ent One an d 
D epaitm entT w o. T he C hief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m ay b e changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall be com petent to 
sit in eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong them ­ 
selves or as ordered by th e C hief Justice. Euch 
ol' the departm ents shall have the pow er to h ear 
and determ ine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to th e provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tfie Court in bank. The 
presence o f three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in eith er o f th e d epart­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
l>e necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice sh all apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, and m ay, in his d scretion, 
order any cause pending before th e Court to be 
h eard and decided by the Court in bsnk. The 
order m ay l»e m ade l>efore or after judgm ent 
E 
renounced by a departm ent; but w here a cause 
as been allotted to one of the departm ents, aud 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereon, th eo rd erm u st 
be m ade w ithin th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred in by tw o Justices, an a if so 
m ade it shall have the effect to vacate an d set 
aside th e judgm ent. Any four Justices m ay, 
eith er before or alter judgm ent by a d ep art­ 
m ent, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not m ade w ithin th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall becom e final u n til the 
expiration o f th e period of th irty days a'orc- 
said, unless approved by th e C hief Justice, in 
writing:, w ith th e concurrence o f two Justices. 
T he C hief Justice m ay convene th e Court in 
bank at any tim e, aud sh all be th e presid­ 
ing Justice of th e Court

but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgm ent, th en all th e Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause sh all h e ar th e a rg u m e n t; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall he necessary. 
In th e determ ination of 
causes all decisions of th e Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, aud the 
grouuds of th e decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice m ay sit in eith er departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, but th e Justices 
assigned to each departm ent sh all select one of 
th eir num ber as presiding Justice. In case o f 
the absence of th e C hief Justice from the place 
at w hich the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices sh all select oue of 
th e ir ow n num ber to perform th e duties am i e x ­ 
ercise th e powers o! the C hief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Suprem e 
Court Commission, created by the Act o f the 
Legislature approved M arch tw elfth. e;gh tfen 
h undred and eighty-five, shall continue nud be 
a Suprem e Court Conunissiou for four years after 
the adoption of this am endm ent. Sftid Com­ 
m ission m ay be

Said 
Commission shall have th e sam e pow er to hear 
and determ ine causes possessed by a d ep art­ 
m ent o f the Suprem e Court: aud causes m ay be 
assigned to the Commission in the sam e m an ­ 
n er they are assigned to a departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard In bank In 
the sam e w ay, and w ith like restrictions as if 
decided in departm ent. T he judgm ents of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgm ents 
o f th e Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
tim es and p'aces as m ay Ix? designated by the 
Court, but such Com m issioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except w hen assem ­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have th e pow er to hear am i determ ine such 
causes as m ay have been assigned to them . 


S e c t io n 
The Justices o f the Suprem e Court 
shall be elected by th e qualified electors o f the 
S ate at large, at tlie general State elections, and 
the tim es an d places at w hich State officers are 
elected; and th e term of office shall be tw elve 
years from an d after the fu>t Monday after the 
iirst day o f Jan u ary n ex t succeeding th e ir elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for th e full 
term ar the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and a t the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth y ear thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full ten n s o f tw elve 
years, excej>t th a t in every tw elfth year th ere­ 
after, three Justices sh all be elected for full 
term s. 
If th e C hief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
com es perm anently disqualified, either m en­ 
tally or physically,'to perform the duties of nis 
office, and such fact is certified to the G overnor 
by five Justices, one of whom m ay be the C hief 
Justice iu case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becom es im ­ 
m ediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per m onth for th e rem ainder of his term .

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


“ Three Tears In the R anks.” 
R. T. Booth, the eloquent temperance 
orator now conducting a series of free mass 
meetings at the Metropolitan Theater, will 
lecture there to-morrow night on ‘‘Three 
Years in the Ranks ; or, My Reminiscences 
of the American Civil War. being the 
Comic. Tragic and Pathetic Sides of a Sol­ 
dier's Life.' 
To the thousands who have 
heard Mr. Booth's efforts in the canse of 
temperance during his visit to this city, and 
to the other thousands who have learned 
of the brilliancy and impressiveness of his 
style from the others, it is unnecessary to 
recommend the lecture as promising to be 
exceedingly interesting and entertaining, 
and welt worthy the price of admission to 
hear it. He has delivered it in many cities, 
and the press of these places unanimously 
praise it. One journal, the Sydney Tele- 
raph, said in its indorsement: 
“ The 
ecture was exactly what a popular lecture 
should be. To say that it was witty, truth­ 
ful and instructive, homely here, eloquent 
hereafter, and enthusiastic anon; to say 
that Mr. Booth led his audience through 
every phase of human feeling, making 
them laugh and cry in a single sentence, 
shudder at the ghastly sights of some field 
hospital, frown indignation at some historic 
act of treachery, or glow with generous 
fervor as he painted his own dream of a 
federated race, is only to admit what all 
who know him would have expected from 
him. The lecture contained just enough 
history to refresh the minds of those once 
acquainted with the events, and to quicken 
the appetites of the ignorant. It was so 
picturesque that for the time one could not 
but lose sight of the temperance advocate, 
the lecturer with his long black coat, his 
white waistcoat and his single diamond 
stud, and see before him the old soldier 
only; the vouth, as throwing his canteen 
aside he plunged his head in the well to 
drink after thirty-two miles of weary 
marching ; the careless youngster, one day 
poaching in an old-lady’s poultry-yard, 
and the next, more thoughtful, sadly turn­

A C oncert by E m in en t A rtists. 
At the C'lunie Opera House this evening 
—and this evening only—a grand operatic 
concert will be given, introducing to the 
Sacramento public Mme. Zelie Trebelli, 
who holds, as a contralto, a similar position 
in the musical world to that achieved by 
Patti as a soprano; OvideMusin, the re­ 
nowned violinist, and 
Paul Storndorff, 
noted as a pianist. Referring to concerts 
recently given in San Francisco, the News 
Letter remarks : “ In an artistic, if not ex­ 
actly in a popular sense, the Trebelli-Musin 
concerts have been the musical event of the 
immediate past. The public, so accus­ 
tomed to an extravagant outlay of printers’ 
ink, ¡laid but little attention at first to the 
conscientious comments of the critics, but 
reiteration did its work, and the appeals of 
the fraternity, aided by the efforts of the 
musical dilettanti, resulted in a large audi­ 
ence on Saturday afternoon and a still 
larger one on .Sunday evening at the Bald 
win Theater. The enthusiasm on this last 
occason was as genuine as has ever been 
evoked in this city by an exhibition of 
musical art. A charm must dwell in the 
work that entrances a ruvriad of listeners. 
In this case it is a genuinely artistic charm 
which pervades the singing of Trebelli and 
the playing of Musin. In the use of her 
voice, in her adaptation ot its qualities to the 
sentiment it is musically expressing, in the 
sincerity of the feeling she puts into music, 
in the correctness of her phrasing, and in 
evf r so many other details of llie art of sing­ 
ing, Trebelli evidences that there is noth­ 
ing lacking in her virtuosite. If the voice 
itself is not in full bloom, its declinéis 
only suggestive, for it preserves a well- 
graded tone color which distinguishes it 
from the voices of other contralti. If Mu­ 
sin is not to be classed as a solid performer, 
he represents most assuredly the most de­ 
lightful side of his art—the sympathetic 
side. There are greater musicians among 
violinists, but there are but few who are 
his equals in sweetness and fulness of tone, 
in fascination of method, in extreme tech­ 
nique or in style.”

Titus, or Russell, the white man, is short 
and heavy set, about 5 feet 5 inches in 
hight, looks somewhat like a Jew, walks 
straight, throwing shoulders well back, has 
a grease spot on one side of his hat, may 
have a cutaway coat of brown check, faded 
spot on one side.

The usual gospel temperance service was 
held last night in the Metropolitan Thea­ 
ter, under the auspices of the Pastors 
Union of this city. There was the same 
throng of people before the opening of the 
doors, and the same crowded audience of 
representative people, largely men ; and 
this, despite the fact that the churches of 
the city held their usual weekly prayer 
meetings in their own churches; but there 
was no apparent difference in the attend­ 
ance on the service. 
Rev. Mr. Filben presided, and read the 
first Psalm. Wad-El-Ward, who recently 
lectured in this city on the Holy Land, made 
the opening prayer. After several songs 
by the choir, Wad-El-Ward was intro­ 
duced tc the audience. He said he had 
been well treated by the people of Sacra­ 
mento, and was glad to appear before them 
again and under such promising auspices 
to give his support to such a magnificent 
movement as the present. He congratu­ 
lated the city on what his eyes saw. He 
was glad that it was possible for a move­ 
ment of this purely moral character to as­ 
sume such proportions in so short a time. 
For himself, he would never taste liquor, 
either medicinally or for pleasure. As to 
using it for medicine, though at death's 
door he had refused it, preferring to die in 
his senses. He said he was a physician, 
but he never

it—he found 
abundant substitutes. He said he w oil Id 
as leave take damnation as liquor, for

He referred to the drink curse as a stain on 
the stars and stripes, the shame of Amer­ 
ica, and appealed to his hearers to do all 
that was in their power to remove it and its 
baleful effects from among us. 
The choir then rendered finely, as a 
quartet, “ Is it Well with My Soul?” The 
announcement of a lecture on “ War Rem­ 
iniscences ; or, My Three Years in the 
Ranks,” on Saturday night was made, and 
in connection with it, it was stated that the 
delivery of this lecture was in accord with 
the arrangement with the Pastors’ Union 
before Mr. Booth’s coming, Mr. Booth’s 
only claim for compensation being the 
privilege of the delivery of this special 
ecture. He would receive no compensa­ 
tion but the receipts from these lectures, all 
the money received from collections and 
sale of reserved seats being applied to the 
current expenses of the mission—a plan 
insuring the meeting of all bills, and re­ 
lieving the movement of the embarrass­ 
ment of the special collections and sub­ 
scriptions so common and so annoying in 
such cases.

Young men starting in life do 
not always appreciate liow true this is. 
They look about them at the men of suc­ 
cess and see them too often to be men who 
drink, and they think they may do the 
same and succeed. But it is not so.

The 
world claims

There are some rights that others are 
bound to respect.

MORE NEW LAWS. 


The State Prison Directors will hold a ! A dditional Chapters o f the New Statutes 
Issued by the Secretary o f State. 
lit addition to the first seventy-one chap­ 
ters, already published in these columns, 
of the new statutes issued by the Secretary 
of State, as bills of the late session of the 
Legislature which have received the ap­ 
proval of the Governor, the following have 
been issued: 
Ch a p. 72.—Authorizes County Clerks to 
ex cute affidavits for pension claimants 
without charge. 
Ch a p. 73.—Adds a new section (57) to 
Code of Civil Procedure, giving appeals in 
probate cases preference in Supreme Court 
next after cases in which the people of the 
State are parties. 
Ch a p. 74.—Makes wearing a badge of 
Grand Army of Republic, when not en­ 
titled thereto’, a misdemeanor. 
Ch a p. 75.—Appropriates $250, to pay 
claim of Arthur Rodgers. 
Ch a p. 76.—Amends the State Militia Act 
by limiting the entire force to 50 com­ 
panies ; 
provides 
for 
grounds 
upon 
which 
enlisted 
men 
may 
be 
dis­ 
charged ; regulates and fixes staff appoint­ 
ments ; persciibes amounts to be allowed 
for encampment services and expenses; 
directs appointment of a Military Board to 
adopt a new uniform, etc. 
Ciia p. 77.—Adds a new section to Penal 
Code (537), making it a misdemeanor for 
any person after 
mortgaging 
personal 
property (except locomotives, engines, roll­ 
ing stock of railroads, steamboat machinery 
and vessels), to permit removal of same to 
interfere with the lien.

A. 2) to Sections 2 and 3 of Article VI. of 
the State Constitution, relative t<p-the ju­ 
dicial department. It provides for electing 
of Chief Justice by Justices of the Supreme 
Court, for the removal of a disabled Jus­ 
tice on certification of five Justices, on a 
pension of $250 per month for balance of 
term for which elected; makes the Su­ 
preme Court Commission a full depart­ 
ment for four years, with power in the 
Legislature to continue it thereafter, the 
Commission to have no chamber powers.

Ch a p. 88.—Repeals the Act by which the 
city of Santa Barbara was incorporated.

At 
the rate this class of fish is increasing it will 
not be long before all other fish become ex­ 
ceedingly scarce, as the catfish, always 
searching for food, like a boy, will find and 
devour the spawn.

F o u n d D row ned. 
Early yesterday forenoon the body of a 
man wa3 found floating in China slough, 
near the northern shore. The Coroner was 
notified and removed it to the Morgue 
where an inquest was held last evening. 
From the swollen and decomposed condi­ 
tion of the remains it was evident that 
they had been in the water for several days, 
and the nature of the clothing showed that 
the deceased had been of the iaboring class. 
At first there seemed little probability of 
identification, but the police and others 
presently recognized the body as that of 
Mike McCoole, an old resident of the city, 
who gained a living by filing saws, sharp­ 
ening tools, etc., but latterly has been fre­ 
quently arrested for drunkenness, and was 
considered a member of the “ can-ean 
brigade ” and the Chinese gin-drinking 
fraternity. He had been missing from hia 
usual haunts for four or five days, and it is 
probable that he fell into the slough at 
night while intoxicated and perished; 
though a friend, who met him less than a 
week ago, heard him muttering to himself, 
and, asking the cause, Mike spoke of not 
having received certain money that was 
due him, and said he would put himself 
out of the way, but his friend talked him 
out of the idea, as he thought. At the in­ 
quest last evening, held by Deputy Coroner 
Geo.
